MET THE FATE‘OF MRS. ADAMS. 


‘Like Athlete Cornish He Is Said to 
Have Received Cyanide of Mer- 
cury Through the Mails. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—There is strong 
likelihodd that the fact may soon be es- 
{tablished that Henry C. Barnet, who died 
lat the Knickerbocker AthJetic.Club on Nov. 
10 ostensibly from faucial diphthera, ac- 
cording to the death eertifieate made out 
| by his physician, was murdered by poison, 
‘as was Mrs. Adams, and that the same 
poison was use to take his life as was 
utilized in the case of the Woman. Cyanide 
of mercury was demonstrated in each case, 
The body of Barnet has been exhumed, and 
it is said that sufficient evidence has been 
obtained to prove that the body contains 
traces of the poison named. There is said 

little doubt that the person who 

the death of Mrs. Adams is also 
responsible for the death of Barnet, with 
this difference, that while he did not in- 
tend to kill. Mrs. Adams .but Cornish, the 
death of Barnet was deliberately planned. 

Barnet’s death was surrounded with 
several yery suspicious circumstances,, . kke 
hud. not: been feeling well for several days 
previous to Oct. 30, owing to a disordered 
eondition of the stomach and a cold. On 
the date mentioned there came into his 
possession a bottle of a proprietary powder, 
which is usually used to remedy headache. 

Whether the bottle was bought by Bar- 
net or wheather is came to him at the 
Knickerbocker Athletic Ciub tnrougs ae 
mail is not known at this time, DU t 
has been stated he received it througa the 
mail.

once became exceedingly ill. Dr. Philipps, 
who has an office immediately across the 
street from the club, where Barnet roomed, 
was called in hastily and prescribed for 
the sick man.

“While this fact did not prevent the full- 
est discussion, the United States having 
made all the concessions Which it be- 
lieved just and fair, was obliged to insist 
that its form be accepted. The publicatiun 
of the proceedings will show that nothing 
can be further from the truth than io 
assume that. the United States adopted 
toward Spain a policy of ‘stand and deliv- 
r.’ The American Commissioners hear 
with respect and endeavored to answer 
with firmness every proposition advanced 
by the Spanish Commission. For better, 
for worse, the work of the Commissioners 
is done, and needs but the ratification of 
the President, by and with the consent 
of_the Senate, to become the supreme law 
iftthe land.”

CANTON, O., Jan. 3.—In his address to 
the Stark County bar at the banquet given 
here last night, Judge Day, ex-Secretary of 
State and late Peace Commissioner at 
Paris, made a remarkable statement. In 


speaking of President McKinley, he de- 
clared in effect that the present occupant 
of the White House occupied a higher place 
on the scroll of fame than Washington 
Lincoln or Grant. ‘ 

Judge Day used these words: 

“This bar thas a just pride in the fact 
that we carry on our rolls the name of 
one whose entire professional career was 
with us and of us, the President of the 
United States. I would not encroach on the 
field of my distinguished friend who is to 
respond to the sentiment in his honor, but 
I can not forbear an expression of satisfac- 
tion that the verdict of his countrymen no 
less than the approving judgment of the 
world gives him the first place among the 
great men who have filled that high of- 

ce, 

“History can never adequately tell the 
story of the devotion with which he has 
given ‘his days and nights to the service of 
his country. With war clouds gathering 
and threatening when he took the oath of 
his office, he bent all of his energies to 
the amelioration of the condition of the 
people of the Antilles. Seeking not to 
avoid responsibility, hoping to accomplish 
his end by peaceful measures, and resolved 


‘that only as a last resort should his coun- 


try again ‘ope the purple tenement of 
bleeding war.’ When the war became in- 
evitible, he bent every energy to its vigor- 
ous prosecution by land and sea, and be- 
came the commander-in-chief in fact, as 
Well as in name of an army and a navy 
whose deeds are unparalleled in the history 
of warfare, and have made the fact of 
American citizenship a passport to the 
respect, if not the affection, of all the 
people of the world, 

“His guiding hand was in the proceed- 
ings which Jed up to and through the nego- 
tiation which culminated in the treaty 
signed in Paris last December.

SCHEMES OF REFORM. 
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New England Cities Will Try Unusual Ex- 
hods of Government. 
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He Devises Plans for Relief 
and Uplifting of the 
Unemployed. 


HAVERHILL, Mass., Jan. 3.—John C. 
Chase, elected Mayor on a socialistic plat- 
form, in his inaugural speech yesterday as- 
sured the members of the ctiy government 
and the people that ‘‘every atom of power” 
possessed by the Mayor will be ‘exercised 
in the defense and support of the principles 
of socialism in so far as they may be ap- 
plicable to a municipality.’’ 

Continuing, Mayor Chase submitted the 
following specific recommendations: 

1. The passage of an order establishing the 
minimum wage for street railway employes at $2 
for eigbt hours’ work. 

«. Union wages and conditions to prevail in all 
brick and stonemasons’ work performed under the 
dircetion of the Street Department. 

3. All elty printing to bear. the union label. 

The Mayor then took up the subject of 
the unemployed, which, he said, had de- 
veloped from the displacement of labor. He 
said, ‘‘some little relief, at least,.ean be af- 
forded by this city government. I, there- 
fore, recommend: 

1. That you proceed to secure a tract of land 
suitable for the raising of food products and that 
such of the unemployed as desire may be permit- 
ted to use this land, the city to furnish proper 
seeds and tools. 

2. The enlargement of the fuel yard at the 
city farm to such proportions as will permit all 
who desire to earn by their labor such fuel as they 
may require. * 

3. The appropriation of such an amount of 
money as circumstances may warfant, to be used 
in providing employment directiy upon public works, 
not in competition with the regular employes of 
the city, but upon special works, two kinds o% 
which I herewith suggest—(1) Improvement of the 
park system; (2) construction of a system of bi- 
cycle paths through all principal thoroughfares. 

Mayor Chase condemned the system of 
contracting with the lowest bidder for city 
work. 
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Kaverhill Has a Socialistic Mayor and| Bridgeport Citizens Will Have Their 


Lives Insured and Will Pledge 
Policies to Raise Money for 
the Municipality, 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Jan. 3.—Promi- 
nent men of this city propose to insure 
their lives and let the policies be used as 
security for the payment $f debts. to be 
contracted in the interest’ of the city. 

A provision of the‘city charter prohibits 
the further bonding of the city for public 
improvements, It has been a half-dozen 
years since the Bridgeport authorities could 
engage in important public works, having 
had at their: disposal only such money as 
could be provided for from year to year in 
the annual budget. 

These sums, Mayor Taylor and_ his 
friends hold, are entirely inadequate, They 
assert that Bridgeport ‘cannot be made up 
to date and progressive until large sums 
of money are spent for new public build- 
Ings, better streets and sewers,, and until 
the police and fire departments are in- 
creased in size and efficiency. They also 
urge the necessity of a new city hall and 
of new school buildings. 

A movement was started last.summer to 
have the charter amended so as to permit 
the issuing of bonds. The discussion which 
followed suggested to Bridgeport citizens 
several plans for meeting the situation, and 
among these was the one to have the lives 
of leading citizens insured and use the poli- 
cies as security for the debt which would 
be created by making the’ proposed im- 
provements. 

If Mayor Taylor and his friends succeed 
in the novel project Bridgeport will take 
on a city appearance. She will have a new 
city hall, the streets will be paved with 
asphalt, new schoolhouses will be built 
and a modern system of sewers will be 
put in,_

WOULD ENFORCE ARBITRATION. 


Miesseage Will Recommend That De- 
crees of the State Board Be Made 
Binding on Both Parties. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. 3.—Gov. Tan- 
ner’s mesage will be ready for publication 
Thursday. It will contain i0,000 words. 
Among his more important recommenda- 
tions will be that the Board of Railroad 


and Warehouse Commissioners should be 
given power to fix the maximum fare to 
be charged by street railway companies. 
Gov. Tanner thinks the general public 
should derive substantial benefit from 
street car companies by way of small fares 
as the physical conditions of the roads in 
the various municipalities would warrant. 
The Governor has been advised by com- 
petent legal counsel that it not within 
the province of the Legislature to make an 
enactment by the terms of which the Board 
of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
or any other power, other than the Com- 
mon Council, could extend the franchises 
of a street car company or grant new ones. 
The message, therefore, will content itself 
with evolving the low fure idea, without 
going into the franchise question at all. 

It is said that the Governor will not 
follow the recommendations made by the 
Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
Sioners placing under control of that body 
sleeping car, telegraph and telephone, ex- 
press and some other corporations. It is 
believed that this position will bring about 
a bitter fight. 

The convict parole system will be re- 
viewed at length and changes suggested. 
Under the present system a prisoner is 
paroled on the application of some man 
who gives the convict employment. It has 
not worked well for the reason that the 
convict was under complete power and 
control of the man who indorsed and em- 
loyed him. Gov. Tanner believes the 
etter way would be for the convict, on 
being released from the reformatory in- 
Stitutions, to be returned to the county 
whence he was sent. Then he must report 
to the Sheriff of that county, and keep 
reporting to him from time to time, but he 
would be left to seek employment wherever 
he could get it, without making the secret 
of his past life known to his employer. 

e labor troubles and the Virden riots 
will be treated lightly. The Governor will 
favor an amendment to the law governing 
the State Board of Arbitration, by which 
both employer and employes will, in case 
of a decree by the Board over a labor 
dispute, be compelled to live up to the offi- 
cial declanation of that body. 

It is not the Governor's intention to make 
any recommendation for making the law 
governing special deputies or armed guards 
more stringent. 


DREYFUS SENT BACK, 


LONDON REPORT SAYS THAT THE 


‘COURT OF CASSATTON HAD oR- 
DERED HIM TO FRANCE. 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—The Paris correspon- 
dent of the Daily Chronicle says he learns 
that Dreyfus actually started for France, 
but that he was taken back to his prison 
island in consequence of the representa- 
tions made by the government to the Court 
of Cassation as to the danger.of bringing 
him to Paris. mh 

The’ Intransigeant, edited “by Henri 
Rochefort, a violent opponent of Dreyfus 


revision, is responsible for the statement 
that the Court of Caseation, has waived 
its intention to bring Dreyfus back on the 
government's representations of the dan- 
ger of lynchings and riots, and of the 
necessity of a large military force to pro- 
tect him. 

The gist of the testimony given before the 
Court of Cassation by Gen. Mercier, who 
was Minister of War at the time of the 
condemnation of Dreyfus, has become pub- 
lic. The former War Minister’s testimony 
amounts to declaration that he arrived at 
a conviction of Dreyfus’ guilt by a process 
of elimination. He first took the names of 
all of the officers who would be likely to 
be in possession of exclusive opportunities 
to perpetrate acts of treason, half of 
which he immediately discarded. Of those 
remaining he eliminated more, until there 
were only three names left. Two of these 
were thrown out. leaving but one name, 
which was that of Dreyfus. . 

It is stated that this testimony, calmly 
given by Gen. Mercier, threw the judges 
into a state of consternation. It is re- 
ported that Gen. Merc‘ter is about to crave 
British hospitality. 

The Daily News says that in a’ round- 
about manner it hears that the British 
authorities, at the request of the French 
Government, have issued a warrant for the 
arrest of Emil Zola, now known to be in 
England. 


MAY TRIM ALGER’S POWER. 


Senator Teller Says That He Has No 
Right to Grant Franchises. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Senator Teller. 
in an interview regarding Secretary Alger's 
recent order giving himself the right to 
grant franchises and concessions for the 

Island of Cuba. says: 

“It being the declared policy of the 
United States to establish independence in 
Cuba as soon as practicable, anv attempt 
of Secretary Alger to dispose of franchises 
in the island is a breach of faith toward 
the future government of Cuba, 

“It will likely be asserted that the See- 
retary of .War does not dispose of the 
franchises, but only passes On the acts of 
the municipal authorities to see that no im- 
provident erants are made. but if we are to 
have a military control of Cuba only un- 
til a stable government is established, then 
it ought not to be the policy of the Goy. 
ernment to alloy the present temporary 
municipal authorities to dispose of public 
or quasi-public franchises. If there fs any 
authority in Cuba to dispose of such: fran- 
chises it must be under the law heretu- 
fore in force, and if the municipal govern- 
ment is not in condition, to maintain or- 
der under existing laws, it certainly ougit 
not to have the power to dispose of valu- 
able franchises. There cannot_ be : 
governments in power in Cuba at tae 
same time. If Cuba is to be governed by 
military authorities, the civil authorities 
ean exercise no control nor discharge yd 
civil functions. They cannot exercise - 
dependent powers; otherwise, we should 
have a dual government. We og ge 
sponsible for all that is done an fener ons 
not escape responsibilities by iL tran:

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CUBANS SEEM PLEASED 


AFFAIRS AT HAVANA IS 
WORKING SMOOTHLY. 


Since Noon on Sunday Fifteen Vessels 
Have Entered the Harbor With 
Cargoes to Be Discharged. 


HAVANA. Jan. 3.—American control in 
Cuba works smoothly. Gens. Brooke and 
Ludlow are beginning the reorganization of 
the oivil administration successfully. The 
Cubans are well pleased. Part of the Span- 
jards are sullen, but the commercial 
classes are satisfied with the new regime. 
The understanding is that no members of 
the former autonomist cabinet are to be 
included in Gen. Brooke’s proposed Council 
of Advisers. They are all unpopular and 
lack the confidence of both elements. 

Civil Governor de Castro, by order of the 
military authorities, has abolished the use 
of passports and of stamped paper in the 
Government office. They were annoyances. 
Prompt steps have also been taken for 
:mproving the section of hygiene. 

The chief interest on Monday centered at 
the Custom House. Col. Bliss was assisted 
by the Treasury expert, Mr. Donaldson, 
who was in charge at Santiago. The mer- 
chants had prepared for the change. Since 
noon of Sunday 15 vessels had entered the 
harbor with cargoes, for discharge under 
the American tariff rates. : 

The first vessel was the Norwegian 
schooner Kitty, from Mobile, with general 
merchandise. A Spanish ship; the Mexico 
of Barcelona. arrived in ballast. Among 
Mondav’s arrivals was the Seguranca from 
New York, with merchandise. American 
shippers seem to have improved their op- 
portunities. Some confusion resulted, as 
no tariff rates had been translated into 
Spanish. That deficiency will soon be cor- 
rected. The importers .had secured Ameri- 
can money with which to pay duties. The 
postoffice service for the city and foreign 
mails shows improvement. The confusion 
still is due to the inefficient employes. The 
demoralization in the island service can- 
not be remedied immediately. Chief Direc- 
tor Rathburne’s first order after taking 
charge was to abolish the franking see 
lege, which has been grossiy abused. A 
mistake made in Washington in printing 
2144-cent stamps for American correspon- 
dence has been remedied by selling the 
stamps for 2 cents. 

The police service is being slowly or- 
ganized. No general disorder exists. Two 
or three homicides during the last two days 
have been of the ordinary kind and have 
had no significance. 

Cubans and Spaniards are getting along 
together pretty well. Some fears of social 
demoralization, of which Americans com- 
plain, Will be corrected when the police or- 
ganization is more advanced. he mili- 
tary authorities do not want to use troops 
for duty of this kind. 


THE SPANISH PLAN. 


Gen. Brooke’s Order Will Entail Hard- 
ship on the Cubans. 
SANTTAGO, Jan. 3.—The offer i88hed by 
Gen. Brooke to transmit the entire customs 
receipts each week to Havana will involve 


the abandonment of many necessary public 
improvements, especially in the matter of 
roads and waterworks. :

Prof. Edward W. Bemis, tate of the Untl- 
versity of Chicago, writing in the Chicago 
Record, shows that the demand for lower 
street car fares is reasonable. He says: 

The question is often asked. Would not a 
reduction in street-car fares greatly in- 
crease the traffic without a corresponding 
increase of expense? 

All exper’ence shows that an increase of 
street-car traffic does not bring a propor- 
tionate increase of expenge, and it is self- 
evident that @ reduction of fares would 
considerably increase the tra ffliec. Such 
facts as can be gathered from the three 
cities, Detroit, Toronto and Glasgow, that 
have made a marked reduction in street-

Sheds and Railroad Track Terminals in the World, Even 
According to Boston’s Own Peculiar 
Methods of Measurements.

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Poor old Boston confronts a diet of crow. 
She has been sending out statements that 
she had the largest Union Station in the 
world. Her lips have spoken folly. She 
stands convicted of evasion, prevarication 
and several other things that would not 
have been expected from dear old moral 
Boston. 

Her previous good character strengthened 
the ‘‘bluff’’ she has just made with regard 
to her new station, and on that strength 
dispatches were sent to the ends of the 
world that there was a né@w big thing to 
fill the spectacled eye of the Bostonians; a 
passenger station surpassing all that had 
ever been built. The announcement was 
made arrogantly. Boston correspondents, 
under the stimulus of beans and porridge, 
stated in their dispatches that ‘a Western 
city once had the largest station in ihe 
world.”’ , 

That Western city is St. Louls. She rises 
to say. She still has the largest station. 
Like Portia he submits her brief. She has 
figures, facts, arguments to prove her 
contention. She confounds the city near 
Cambridge with symbols which originated 
right in her own classic limits. 

Mr. N. W. Eayrs, Superintendent of 
Bridges and Buildings of the St. Louis Ter- 
minal Assoctation, has the only detail 
drawings of the Boston station in St, Louis. 
They were sent to him by President Charles 
P, Clark of the Boston Terminal Co. 

They show at a glance that the Boston 
train shed 1s not nearly so large as that 
of the Si. Louis Union Station. 

Mr. Eayrs is sloW to say that the Bos- 
ton company has made mis-statements 
He says they made their measurements 
in a different way. They are apparently 
expansionist». 

Another point brought out by a reference 
to the plans in Mr. Eayrs’ office is that 
St. Louis has not been given proper credit 
for the size of her station by the encyclo- 
pedias and annual almanacs. They give 
the dimensions of the train-shed as 600 
feet by 630 feet, while the correct figures 
are 601 feet by 700 feet. This includes the 
width of the midway, but not of the build- 
ings containing the waiting rooms. 

The trainshed contains 420,700 square feet. 
The shed of the Boston station is 560 feet 
by 600 feet and contains only 836,000 square 


feet, thus giving St. Louis 84,700 square 
feet the best of the argument. 

The Boston shed has 28 tracks. 

The St. Louis shed has 30, and provision 
has been made for 32. 

Passing to a consideration of the depot 
proper the plans in Mr. Eayrs’_possession 
show other interesting facts to the con- 
fusion of Boston. 

The building proper of the Boston station 
has a width of only ® feet, while the St, 
Louis building is 80 feet wide. 

‘The Boston station has one waiting room 
22 feet by 65 feet. There is a small retir- 
ing room for women, but no large waiting 
room, like that at Union Station, and no 
men’s waiting room. 

The St. Louis station has two main wait- 
ing rooms. Each of these is 117 by 80 feet, 
giving a total general waiting room space 
of 234x160 feet. In addition, there are two 
waiting rooms. one for men and the other 
for women, each 75x57 feet; there is one 
waiting room 73x56 feet and one 69x55 feet. 
This does not include the galleries, which 
are 15 feet wide and have a total length of 
277 feet. 

A summary of these figures, exclusive of 
the galleries, shows that the St. Louis 
Union Station has 21,500 square feet of 
floor space in its waiting rooms, while the 
Boston Station waiting rooms have a floor 
space of only 14,600 square feet. 

Aga’n St. Luis has the best of the argu- 
ment by 6900 square feet. ; 

Figuring together the dimensions of the 
train shed and waiting rooms the St. Louis 
station has a comfortable margin of 91,600 
square feet. 

The entire ‘Boston station covers more 
ground than the St. Louis station. This 
is because all of the adjunct buildings, 
such as power houses, baggage rooms and 
the quarters of the express companies, weTe 
made a portion of the main structure. In 
the case of the St. Louis station these 
buildings are all detached and their cosTf is 
not estimated in computing the cost of 
the station. The St. Louis Terminal Com- 
pany expended $6,500,000 on the construction 
of the main building and train sheds alone. 
The total cost, including the interlocking 
switches, power houses, switch towers, bag- 
gage rooms, express offices and other ad- 
juncts was nearly $10,000,000.

FOR THEIR WEAPONS. 


THE STRANGERS SHOOK HANDS. 


Louis Gates, With a Red Mark on His 
Temple, and Casper Kehlenbrink, 
With a Line on His Throat, 


Two men who had all but entered the 
great beyond on voluntary journeys met at 
the Second District Police Station Tuesday, 
where each had, gone in quest of the 
weapon with which he had attempted 
suicide. 

One was a youth, Louis Gates, just past 
his majority, small of stature, thin-fea- 
tured, with sallow complexion and black 
hair. An irregular reddish spot, with 
rough surface, glowed on his left temple. 
The youth walked timidly up to the desk 
and patiently waited there for the sergeant 
to ask his mission. When he told his name 
and asked for his pistol the other man, out- 
side of the railing, knew, seemingly by in- 
tuition, or may be those who have ap- 
proached death so closely can communicate 
without words—that they were on the same 
errand; there was a strong bond of sym- 
pathy between them. 

The other man was Casper Kehlenbrink, 
middle-aged, with a thin, red line across 
his white throat, connecting the ears. He 
smiled good-humoredly, making the red 
line darker, when Gates asked for his 
revolver. “I wsed a razor, but it was no 
good either. We thave both been unfortu- 
nate. We should be friends.” Saying this, 
the man with the red line on his throat 
thrust his hand into that of the man with 
the red blotch on his temple. The latter 
smiled also, and they shook ‘hands. 

The desk sergeant gave Kehlenbrink the 
razor with which the latter cut his throat 
October 22, but declined to return the re- 
volver to Gates until the young man got 
a ‘friend to vouch for further good be- 
havior on ‘his part. .Gates-shot himself on 
the last day of June.

They have said much about the magnife 
cent “‘midway’’ or’promenade approaching 
the gates of the train shed. 

The Boston midway is 600 feet long and 45 
feet wide. ; 

The St. Louis midway is 606 feet long and 
70 feet wide... . 6 

The accompanying pictures of ‘the two 
stations leave no déubt as to the compara- 
tive beauties of the buildings from an ar- 
chitectural standpoint. 

The picture of the Boston station gives a 
good idea of how measurements could give 
a false idea of dimensions. The building, 
instead of being a’solid paralellogram, lke 
the St. ‘Louis station, is built in the form 
of an ellipse. The Bostonians, in arriving 
at its width, measured across from one 
end of the curve to the other, at the widest 
point. 

The two sides of. the curve extend along 
the sides of the train shed and are undef 
its roof. This gave the Bostonians an open- 
ing to include the width of these buildings 
in the measurement of their train shed, for 
publication purposes. The width of the 
front portion of the building was also in- 
cluded in the length.

Hessert is well acquainted among bakers 
in St. Louls and when he came here from 
Troy he sought out a bakers’ boarding 
house at 420 South Twentieth street, and 
when he asked for volunteers to help him 


celebrate he had no trouble finding men 
with an unquenchable thirst and lots of 
time to assist him. The celebration began 
Saturday night, and late Monday night Hes- 
sert determined to seek his place of shelter. 

It is near the river, and the loneliness 
of the night and his folly. preyed heavily 
on his mind. n his et was a letter 
from Neuburg-on-the-Rhine,. in Germany, 
telling him his mother had died. For 10 
years he had not seen her; he had neglected 
to write. The more he thought of his life 
in America the more miserable he became. 
Then he started for the river, and as the 
sequel shows he was intercepted by a 
policeman and sent to the City Hospital in- 
stead. 

From behind bars Hessert spoke in a re- 
pentant tone Tuesday. 

“T am § years old now, and I’ve made 
a fool of myself by filling up,’’ he said. “I 
suppose my friends have the ‘katzenjam- 
mer just like me, but then they got. it free 
and I had to pay for mine and theirs.

Cancer Was undoubtedly ‘present at that 
time. We cannot operate on him now, as 
we would have to cut off most of his neck 
in order to do away with the diseased part.
